Lewkowicz vs. Drain Commissioner^ 

Supreme Court may 
return $ 500,000 to area 


Local officials are eagerly await- 
ing the outcome of a lawsuit that 
could return nearly $500,000 to six 
communities, including Romulus, 
Van Buren, Sumpter and Huron. 

The case involves the then Romu- 
lus City^Treasurer John Lewko- 
wicz, who is presently serving on 
the Romulus City Council. Lewko- 
wicz sued the Wayne County Drain 
Commissioner, Charles Young- 
blood, in July of 1976, arguing that 
the communities involved were not 
legally bound to pay the adminis- % 
trative costs for Youngblood’s De-' 
partment. 

, “As treasurer for the City of 
Romulus,” Lewkowicz pointed out, 
“I was instrumental in July of 1976 
in implementing and instituting a 
class action lawsuit against the 
Wayne County Drain Commission- 
er and the county of Wayne for im- 
proper and illegal drain assess-

ments levied against the property 
of the taxpayers of several com- 
munities.” 

Lewkowicz said that those com- 
munities included: Romulus, Can- 
ton, Huron, Van Buren, Lincoln 
Park, Riverview and Brownstown 
Twp. 

The Court of Appeals, in Novem- 
ber of 1976, released its written 
opinion stating that, in effect, Lew- 
kowicz was correct in bringing the 
action before the Wayne County 
Circuit Court rather than before the 
Michigan Tax Tribunal. 

Further litigation led to the 
Michigan Court of Appeals which 
upheld Lewkowicz’ position and the 
Drain Commissioner took his argu- 
ments to the Supreme Court, which 
has promised to hand down a deci- 
sion before the end of June. 

In the meantime, approximately 
$500,000 has accumulated in the 


escrow fund and that fund is pre- 
sently earning interest. 

“We re hopeful that the Supreme 
Court will also decide in our favor,” 
Lewkowicz said, “and thdt the 
money will be refunded, together 
with the interest, to the communi- 
ties involved.” 

Lewkowicz said that “the case 
had major legal ramifications be- 
cause it allows a treasurer of a com- 
munity to withhold taxes from the 
county if the treasurer truly be- 
lieves that the taxes were improp- 
erly assessed. 

“I feel confident that the Sup- 
reme Court will decide in our favor 
— that the administrative costs for 
the Wayne County Drain Commis- 
sioner were illegally levied against 
these communities. That depart- 
ment’s administrative costs should 
obviously come from the Wayne 
County budget and not from us,” 
Lewkowicz added.

The question of whether the cen- 
tral figure in the lawsuit will appeal 
or not is moot at present, but Circuit 
Court Judge John Kirwan last week 
ruled that “there appears no legal 
reason why the Van Buren recall 
election should not be conducted.” 

The Circuit Judge was asked by 
Richard Debs through Debs’ attor- 
ney to issue an injunction that 
would invalidate certain language 
on the recall petitions, which, Debs 
argued . ‘ was embarrassing to him- 
self and his family and also humili- 
tating and would do irreparable 
harm.” 

Residents in Van Buren have peti- 
tioned the Wayne County Elections 
Commission to set a date to recall 
township supervisor Patricia Cul- 
lin, treasurer Tom Welty, clerk Do- 
reen Craven, and trustees Chester 
Wojie and Tim Toohey. 

The controversial wording on the 
petition stated that the five board 
members approved Debs’ “hiring 
and promotion to police comman- 
der without the adequate know- 
ledge of his qualifications and back- 
ground as required by minimum 
employment standards under Pub- 
lic Act 203.” 

Judge Kirwan ruled that “the fact 
is, the petition doesn’t state Debs 
didn’t meet qualifications. I rule the 
language is not sufficient to im- 
pinge on the constitutional right of

Wilhide said that he was res- 
igning ‘ ,due to the unfairness in sal- 
ary and working conditions. I have 
been without a secretary since last 
fall and been without a fire inspec- 
tor for almost two years. 

“Both are vital for the efficient 
operation of the department due to 
the quantity of work that has to be 
done,” Wilhide said. 

Wilhide has headed the voluntary 
fire department for the past seven 
years. His resignation is effective 
June 25.

County finally wins one 


In an unprecedented move, the 
Wayne County MEA/NEA this 
week has ottered a proposal to the 
Romulus Board of Education that 
its members are willing to “freeze 
their wages for the 1982-83-school 
year”. 

School Superintendent William 
Bedell and various Board members 
have been urging such a gesture on 
the part of the teachers for several 
months. 

At a recent meeting, the Romulus 
Parents’ Area Council and repre- 
sentatives of “Our Community 
Counts” met with Romulus and 
Wayne County MEA/NEA teachers 
in an effort to discuss the economic 
plight of the School District and ask 
what teachers may do to help 


Chairpersons Howard Kesner 
and Roger Cadaret indicated their 
groups’ hope that teachers might be 
able to help. 

Sources close to negotiations indi- 
cated: “Teachers are beginning to 
understand the severity of the re- 
cession in Michigan . They also want 
the people of the community to 
understand that they do care about 
the kids education ” 

Exact details of the offer are not 
known, but it is known that the 
teachers offered to freeze wages for 
the year if the current contract is 
continued in all its part This would 
include increases due under the old 
contract including such things as 
experience increments, degree 
changes, among other things 
It is understood that the offer also 


includes opening any section of the 
contract that the parties mutually 
agree to, and a unique offer to ex- 
tend the actual teaching day for stu- 
dents some 25 minutes a day. 

This latter offer is apparently tied 
to obtaining some exchange in time 
for staff re training work 

Contacted for comment. Bedell 
said. “We haven’t actually had a 
chance to discuss the matter with 
the Board and I would be reluctant 
to react at this time until we have 
the details.” 

Bedell further indicated. It is 
truly heartening, however, to know 
that the professional staff of this 
school district understands where 
we are economically and is in 
terested in helping the kids of the 
school district ” 


Financially strapped Wayne 
County has won a one-mill exemp- 
tion from the 12-year tax abatement 
program granted the General 
Motors new r factory project in Ham- 
tramck’s Poletown. reports County 
Commissioner Paul G. Cutkow’ski 
Authorized by the City of Detroit 
Tax Increment Fiaance Authority 
(TIFA), the exemption means that 
the County will save about $1 mil- 


lion over the 12-year abatement 
period, said Citkowski He noted 
that the one-mill equals a similar 
exemption for the County by the De- 
troit Downtown Development Au- 
thority (DDA) which receives 
abated taxes for revitalization of 
the central business district.

Cadaret seeks 37th District State Rep . seat 


Saying he is “fed up with legisla- 
tors who care more about the tax- 
takers than the taxpayers.’ Roger 
J Cadaret has announced he will 
seek the Democratic nomination 
for State Representative in the 37th 
District (Wayne, Van Buren. Belle- 
ville, Romulus, and part of Canton ) . 

“All voters in Michigan have to 
ask themselves what their legisla- 
tors have done for them while prop- 
erty taxes have skyrocketed and 
city and state income taxes have 
been raised. 

“Our roads are a mess, many 
schools are on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. but our welfare payments 


are so attractive they draw people 
from as far away as Florida. While 
jobs have been leaving Michigan, 
our legislature has made the bur- 
den heavier on those that have re- 
mained working.

He also served on the 
Citizen’s School Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Cadaret, an Industrial Engineer 
and practicing attorney, graduated 
from Detroit College of Law where 
he won the schools prestigious Moot 
Court Competition. 

He has worked as a Manager and 
Executive for General Motors for 17 
years. 

In 1980, he was loaned by General 
Motors to the U. S. Congress, he 
served on the House Ways and 
Means Committee Staff and con- 


centrated on Social Security mat- 
ters. 

Of his unique experience, 
Cadaret says: “My experience with 
the U. S. Congress taught me that 
one man cannot change the system 
single handedly, but that someone 
who doesn't work hard every day 
and sincerely challenge what is 
wrong with the system will accom- 
plish nothing.

THE ROUNDHOUSE BRIDGE 


The roundhouse is one of the 
most difficult esthetic proce- 
dures in dentistry. All of the 
teeth in one jaw ore joined into 
a fixed bodge. It is generally 
suggested when the remaining 
teeth ore weak and the best 
hope for maintaining them (and 
the replacements for the mis- 
sing teeth) is to encompass 
them into one solid unit. "Un- 
ited we stand. Drvided we foil. " 

Like most fixed bodges the 
roundhouse is done in either 
porcelom fused to metal or 
acrylic veneers. The ocrylic 
veneer is lighter and more flexi- 
ble. but will aferode and discol- 
or The porcelain fused to met- 
al will retain iti color and tex- 
ture. but is heavier 

The teeth must be ground 
parallel to one another so that 
the fit is passive and true This is 
particularly important with 
porcelam fused to gold, be- 


cause if the bridge does not fit 
smoothly, pressure from within 
the crowns could cause the 
porcelain to frocture. 

A roundhouse can be done 
in sections, with the individual 
bridges interlocked, but the 
greatest support for loose teeth 
occurs when the bridge is one 
solid unit.

Accepting the electorate’s will in 
considering any millage increase at 
present. The Van Buren Board of 
Education voted not to place a re- 
quest for additional mills on the 
June 14 ballot.

TOCCO sees the next few years as 
crucial to the school district. With 
the teachers without a contract and 
enrollment declining, funds are not 
readily available from the state. 

“Members of the board can 't turn 
their backs on any of the problems 
or challenges,” Tocco said. “We 
must, on the one hand, continue to 
negotiate a fair and equitable con- 
tract with the district’s teachers 
and, on the other hand, find the 
monies needed to restore some of 


our programs.” 

A 43-year-old who has resided 
with his wife, Sharlene, and their 
three children in the school district 
for the past 11 years, Tocco is a 
graduate of the University of De- 
troit (1964) and owns a photo- 
graphic studio. He has served on a 
host of boards, including advisory 
boards at Oakland Community Col- 
lege, where he helped establish a 
two-year career photography 
course. 

MRS. BRINKERHOFF has been 
employed as a teacher s aide in the 
Van Buren Compensatory Educa- 
tion Program since 1973. She is a 
year away from a degree from 
Eastern Michigan University 
where she is enrolled in a Family 
Life program. 

A resident of the district for the 
past 18 years, her four children 
have either graduated from or are 
enrolled in the local school district.

Local officials await Community Grant funds 


Many local municipalities and * 
townships are eagerly awaiting 
word on Community Block Grant 
Funds that need approval by feder- 
al agencies. 

And, on July 6, the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners will re- 
quest the U S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Development 
Act of 1974 for a host of projects. 

Belleville has four major projects 
at stake including a $66,000 applica- 
tion for the completion of engineer- 
ing for the separation of sanitary 
and storm sewers; also a $2000 ap- 
plication for a modification to ex- 
isting fire station for its emergency 
vehicle, and the purchase of $1,000 


of park equipment including swing- 
sets. teeter-totters, tables and ben- 
ches in Victory Park. 

Belleville also has earmarked 
$3,000 of its anticipated funds for 
public services, specifically, for 
operating the Belleville Senior Ci- 
tizens Club and the Romulus Help 
Center. 

Huron Township’s applications 
are as follows: Water-sewer facili- 
ties — improvements to a three- 
quarter mile of Hosmer and Uht 
Drains at a cost of $8,100; street im- 
provements, namely the replace- 
ments of 300 feet of sidewalks 
($1 ,800) ; fire protection facilities at 
Fire Hall No. 1, the insulation and 


energy improvements to the hall at 
a cost of $4,500; park development 
in the Middlebelt/Huron NSA. The 
improvements will include a picnic 
shelter at a cost of $9,000. 

Huron has also applied for grants 
that would include the improve- 
ment of one mile of storm drainage 
($11,700); the purchase of a fire 
vehicle and insulation to center 
($25,650); street improvements of 
200 feet of sidewalk at Waltz NSA at 
$1,350; and a provision for partial 
personnel salary for Senior Citizens 
Director ($3,600) as well as minor 
home repairs — funding to Romulus 
Help Center for Senior Citizen 
minor home repairs ($1,800).

Dog owners , beware 

Belleville postmaster readies 
‘dog bite’ prevention campaign

As the U.S. Postal Service prepares for deliv- 
ery during the forthcoming summer months , the 
public and delivery employees are being en- 
couraged to be especially alert to the potential 
for animal attacks on public streets or private 
premises. 

Patrick J. Tobin, Postmaster, said today that 
precautionary safety measures taken by the 
public and delivery employees will aid in the 
movement of the mail during the vacation 
period and “more importantly, help reduce em- 
ployee injuries due to dog bites.” 

Across the nation thousands of letter carriers, 
special delivery messengers and delivery and 
collection personnel were injured last year — 
most during the summer vacation period — due 
to the hazardous condition of unrestrained dogs 
during delivery hours ! 

This year the Postmaster said the Postal 
Service will make every attempt to deliver mail 
as efficiently and safely as ever. * “However,” he 
added, “through cooperation on the part of our 
customers, this task will be much easier to 
accomplish.” 

In all communities, customers are being re- 
quested to keep their dogs restrained during de- 
livery hours, which includes restraint of the 
annimal if the delivery person must make deliv- 
ery on the customer's premises. 

All letter carriers and messengers are being 
encouraged this year to follow safety tips in an 


effort to reduce the dog bite injury rate 

Delivery personnel are being reminded that if 
an unrestrained animal threatens their safety at 
a particular residence, they are not required to 
risk injury by attempting to make delivery. In 
such instances, mail service will be curtailed to 
that residence and not resumed until such time 
as the owner of the dog provides the post office 
with written assurance that the animal will be 
controlled in the future during delivery hours. 

The Postmaster also noted that delivery ser- 
vice personnel bitten by customer animals are 
encouraged by the Office of Worker’s Com- 
pensation Programs (OWCP) under the Federal 
Employees’ Compensation Act (FECA, 5 USC 
8101 et seq.), to pursue a claim against the per- 
son or party responsible, or his/her insurance 
company. Often such settlements result in dam- 
age payments amounting to thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Effective control of personal pets, however, is 
the most effective safety precaution a customer 
can take to ensure his delivery carrier is proper- 
ly safeguarded against dog bites, the Postmas- 
ter said.

Grand Jury indicts 2 New Boston businessmen 


Prosecuting Attorney William L. 
Cahalan announced today that the 
Wayne County Citizen s Grand Jury 
has issued 11 indictments against 5 
individuals. 

One Indictment charges the for- 
mer local representatives of an in- 
ternational industrial metals con- 
cern located in Romulus with tak- 
ing over $500,000 in kickbacks from 
a supplier to the international con- 
cern. 

The second indictment charges 
the same person with taking over 
$60,000 in kickbacks from a com- 
pany that provided warehousing 
services to the international con- 
cern. 

The other 4 individuals were 
charged with various crimes, in- 


cluding Obtaining Money by False 
Pretenses Over $100 ; Failing or Re- 
fusing to Fail Single Business Tax 
Returns, Failing or Refusing to File 
Individual Income Tax Returns, 
and Filing False or Fraudulent In- 
come Tax Returns.

Charged were Judith M. Nielsen, 
42, formerly owner of Romulus In- 
dustrial Consignments, 36115 God- 
dard Rd., who is presently a resi- 
dent of New Boston; Mark Monoli- 
dis, 61, of Dearborn Heights; 
Robert P. Rasch, Jr. 35, President 
and Treasurer of Industrial Con- 
signments, 36115 Goddard Rd., also 
a resident of New Boston. 

Also charged were two residents 
of Westland: Gary M. Gilbert, 45. 
who is now residing in Tenes see and 


Janice M. Oestering, 34, also 
formerly of Westland, now residing 
in Tennessee. 

Gilbert was for a number of years 
the local sales representative of 
Airco, Inc. and its successor, 
S.K.W.. Inc., an international con- 
cern with headquarters in Ger- 
many, engaged in the business of 
selling industrial metals, particu- 
larly alloys sold to foundires for use 
in iron and steel making. 

Gilbert is charged with having re- 
ceived kickbacks of over $500,000 
from one supplier to Airco, Inc. and 
S.K.W., Inc., and over $60,000 in 
kickbacks from another supplier, 
between 1976 and 1980. 

The investigation began initially 
with information that Gilbert was 
receiving kickbacks on contracts 


between Acme Block & Supply Co. 
of Saginaw and his employer. 

"As the investigation de- 
veloped,” Cahalan stated, *'we con- 
cluded he was also receiving kick- 
backs from Romulus Industrial 
Consignments of Romulus, who 
supplied warehousing services to 
his employer.” 

The indictments also charge that 
Mr. Gilbert failed to file Single 
Business Tax Returns reporting the 
alleged kickback income and 
paying taxes on it. also, he filed 
allegedly false Personal Income 
Tax Returns in which he failed to 
include revenue derived from the 
kickback scheme. 

”We also concluded that some of 
the people associated with Mr. Gil- 
bert, both personally and in busi-

Hines Park controversy 


Friday this week begins a second 
lawsuit filed by the City of Dear- 
born Heights hoping to force the 
Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners and County Road Commis- 
sion to provide police service in 
Hines Park. 

In a show cause hearing before 
Circuit Court Judge William Caha- 
lan, the county will respond to why 
an injunction should not be issued 
for failure to provide police ser- 
vices for the park. 

Two weeks ago, the five-mile sec- 


tion of the park running through 
Dearborn Heights was closed by 
Mayor Donald H. Bishop. When the 
park was closed, after declaration 
of a state of emergency. Dearborn 
Heights filed its first suit seeking 
help with costs of patrolling the 
2,325 acre park which stretches 
through seven communuties.

ceived from Mr. Gilbert or in their 
regular business activities.”

Mrs. Janice Oesterling is the 
President and principal stockhol- 
der. Substantial amounts of the 
money alleged to have been re- 
ceived in kickbacks by Gary Gilbert 
were transferred to Jan-E-F, Inc. 

The investigation disclosed that 
over $200,000 of checks received by 
Gilbert from Acme were negotiated 
through Monolidis of M & M Truck- 
ing. In the 1960 s Monolidis was con- 
victed twice of bookmaking activi- 
ties. 

The investigation was conducted 
with substantial assistance pro- 
vided the Special Investigations Di- 
vision of the Revenue Department, 
Michigan Department of Treasury, 
who provided the services of Mr. 
John Ray. a C.P. A. for the Treasury 
Department, who spent hundreds of 
hours analyzing business books and 
records and bank records which 
were the major part of the inves- 
tigation 

The Special Investigations Divi- 
sion of the Treasury Department 
devotes its efforts to developing cri- 
minal cases against persons who 
fail to file Tax Returns,; who file 


false returns ; and also pursues civil 
- assessments against illegal enter- 
prises such as narcotics, gambling 
and prostitution. Within the past 
year, the Treasury Department has 
charged 20 persons who are be- 
lieved to b e part of Detroit’s boom- 
ing $500,000 a year stolen wheel cov- 
er business. Those persons were 
charged with failing to file Personal 
Income Tax Returns and paying 
taxes on income in excess of 
$500,000 over a three year period, 
costing the state over $50,000 in Per- 
sonal Income Taxes. 

“It is obvious that when large 
numbers of people fail to file state 
tax returns and pay the proper 
amounts of taxes, every other tax- 
payer in the state pays some prop- 
ortionately higher amount to make 
up for the loss.” Cahalan said, “in a 
time of declining state tax revenue 
and increasing state income tax 
reats, the effect on all of the resi- 
dents of the state is substantial.” 

All of the defendants will be 
arraigned before Wayne Circuit 
Court Judge Michael Stacey at 2:00 
p.m . this afternoon in his courtroom 
at 1501 City-County Building. They 
will then be referred to District 
Courts in Westland, Romulus, 
Dearborn Heights and Detroit for 
preliminary examinations on those 
charges.

The Romulus Parents Area Council (RPAC) 
was recently formed to bring all areas of the 
community together to share ideas, to encour- 
age better communication, and to join efforts in 
making our children’s education more respon- 
sive to their needs and to make school a better 
learning experience for them. 

Our objectives are : 

• Stimulate intellectual growth of children ; 

• Help children develop their full potential ; 

• Improve basic skills — reading, writing, 
arithmetic ; 

• Improve relationship between parents and 
teachers, board of education and school admi- 
nistrators; 

• Challenge teachers and administrators to 
improve their effectiveness for meeting the 
needs of children ; 

• Better utilize resources ; 

• Unite the community in harmony to create 
better programs in schools. 

Our goals and objectives will be difficult to 
attain without the support of the community, 
and the close cooperation of teachers and school 
administrators.

Landfill protest 


Huron residents seek answers 


By STEVE O’LEARY 

Approximately 2()0 irate citizens, 
attended a special meeting of the 
Huron Township Board last Thurs- 
day to air their feelings and protest 
a proposed landfill project in the 
township. 

John Laymen of Lion Developers, 
a division of Browning-Ferris In- 
dustries, was present to give back- 
ground on what the company was 


going to submit for a construction 
permit. 

At present . the firm has under op- 
tion, but does not yet own, 105 acres 
west of 1-25 between Sibley and 
Pennsylvania roads, for which it 
plans to apply for a Type 2 permit to 
allow them to build a solid waste 
disposal site on the property. 

A type 2 permit is for household 
refuse only, not. as many who 
attended the meeting feared, hazar- 
dous waste. 


Mary Lou Carey, township clerk, 
said she feels that people are over- 
reacting now because of the 
rumors . . .everyone is afraid of the 
unknown. 

“At this stage we don't know if a 
landfill is going to be a reality. I had 
a call the day after the meeting 
from a woman who had heard that 
the cranes were ready to move now, 
and she heard that from someone 
who was at the meeting.” 


Flood insurance is available 
for Huron property owners 


Huron Township has been 
accepted into the National Flood In- 
surance Program effectively May 
28. according to the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA), which administers the 
flood insurance program. 

The township Board took the in- 
itiative to adopt flood plain man- 
agement measures designed to re- 
duce future flood damages in order 
to qualify its citizens for the sale of 
federally sponsored flood insur- 
ance. 

This means that property owners 
here are eligible to buy flood insur- 
ance from any property insurance 
agent or broker in the community at 
rates subsidized by the federal gov- 
ernment, FEMA Director Louis O. 
Giuffrida said. 

Owners of property in flood-prone 
areas must, by law, buy flood insur- 
ance to receive any form of federal 
financial aid to build or buy build- 
ings in those areas. 

“This would include grants from 
federal agencies; FHA, VA. and 
Farmers Home Administration 
mortgage loans; loans from Small 
Business Administration; and con- 
ventional mortgage loans from any 
federally regulated or supervised 
bank or savings and loan associa- 
tion,” Giuffrida explained. 

Flood insurance is available for 
all residents of the community, but 
Giuffrida emphasized that the re- 
quirements to purchase flood insur- 
ance do not apply to property which 


is not in a FEMA-identified flood- 
prone area. 

Under the program, coverage 
can be obtained for all buildings and 
their contents. The insurance limit 
for single-family homes is $35,000, 
and it is $100,000 for other residen- 
tial buildings. 

The contents coverage for all re- 
sidential buildings can be insured 
up to $10,000 and contents of all non- 
residential structures up to a max- 
imum of $100,000 in coverage. 

Policies are effectiveat 12:01 
a m. of the day following the appli- 
cation date if they are purchased 
during the first 30 days of the com- 


munity's ^igibility. After the first 
30 days, new policies are effective 
after a five-day waiting period, un- 
less they are purchased in conjunc- 
tion with a real estate transaction. 
In that case, coverage is effective 
upon closing of title and with receipt 
of the application for insurance and 
premium payment. 

Agents and brokers may obtain 
flood insurance policy forms, rates, 
flood insurance manuals, and other 
information on the flood insurance 
program from the servicing agent 
for the National Flood Insurance 
Program, P.O. Box 34294, Bethes- 
da, Ma 20034.

It is crystal clear to almost everyone who has been following 
these pages that there is a lot of excitement being generated this 
year in the annual June school elections. 

School officials are expecting larger than usual voter turnouts 
in most of our area school districts even though there are millage 
renewal votes in only two - the Romulus Community School 
District and the Westwood School District.

The infuriated can — and often do — 
multiply, but sometimes it is best to listen.

Next Monday is more than just a school board 
election in the Wayne-Westland school district.

Sick 

of recalls

Those of you who are presently 
working to recall elected officials 
may look upon the following words as 
a vehicle to usurp your rights to do 
so. 

But , in these parts at least, we have 
had it with recalls. I'm not saying 
that the residents of Wayne- 
Westland Community School Dis- 
trict or the Inkster School District or 
Van Buren shouldn't go right ahead 
and hang their elected officials. 
However, we implore you to read on. 

Recall is a weapon we feel should 
be used to dismiss those officials who 
have dipped their hands in city and 
township coffers; who commit 
malfeasance in office; who are get- 
ting rich at the expense of the voters. 

It is a weapon that should be care- 
fully used and not spread around like 
the common cold. 

After each election we usually note 
here how many went to the polls, 
what percentage of the electorate 
actually used their constitutional 
rights. Usually the percentages are 
woefully low. 

We don’t care if you don’t agree 
with our endorsements ; but do go to 
the polls and send a message to the 
candidates on how you feel. Your 
vote DOES MAKE a difference. If 
you don’t like an incumbent 's record, 
then laugh him out of office ; kick him 
out with your vote. 

Don’t occupy your thoughts with 
recall after the fact. 

And it does this soul some good that 
after all these years someone up in 
Lansing has finally decided to intro- 
duce a Bill that would save the tax- 
payers some money and make it 
tough to recall. 

State Senator Bill Faust, in a letter 
to local officials, stated that House 
Bill 5381 may solve some of the recall 
problems. 

‘ Over the past few years, faust 
says there has been a dramatic in- 
crease in attempts to recall local offi- 
cials. Frequently, these attempts 
have been initiated on grounds of 
questionable substance and validity. 
Additionally, it is not uncommon for 
officials to be unable to discover the 
reasons the petitions are being circu- 
lated calling for their removal from 
office until the petitions are filed with 
the local clerk. 

House Bill 5381 seeks to address the 
problems associated with the cur- 
rent recall process. The bill’s key 
provisions require that boards of 
county election commissions evalu- 
ate the clarity of the wording on the 
recall petition and provide for notice 
of the impending charges to the offi- 
cial being recalled before the peti- 
tions are circulated. 

HB 5381 passed the House in Febru- 
ary and was referred to the Senate 
Municipalities and Elections Com- 
mittee. Although no action has been 
scheduled on the bill as yet, it is my 
understanding that the committee 
will consider the bill before the end of 
this session,” Faust concluded. 


Private Eye hunts down venereal disease 


Charleston Investigator Charles 
K Ramberg works for a well- 
established international network 
His clients include teenage Scar- 
lett O’Haras and women who dance 
naked in peep shows. 

He maintains formal ties with the 
military and records intimacies of 
politicians. 

He knows the city ’s gays, junkies 
and common laborers He knows its 
secretaries, salesmen, scientists 
and socialites 

Ramberg. 34. investigates 
venereal disease ( VD ) for the coun- 
ty health department 
“If you don t want to get lost, just 
get VD,’ he advises, you will be- 
come the statistic of an informal 
ring of health organizations dedi- 
cated to wiping out our last great 
communicable disease epidemic ” 
Every year about 20 million 
Americans contract one or more of 
20 sexually transmitted diseases 
Left untreated, infected women can 
require repeated surgery, over 
115. Ooo procedures annually Men 
may become sterile or develop 
arthritis The lives of children are 
marred by blindness, deformity or 
death 


In 1982 the federal government 
will spend $31 million preventing 
the spread of VD. In contract, the 
U S. Center for Disease Control 
(CDC) estimates medical treat- 
ment, lost work and other costs at 
$2.5 billion annually. It is an enour- 
mous burden on the public health 
system . namely cities and counties. 

Charleston, for example, shares 
health services with two other coun- 
ties. They spend about $165,000 of a 
$6 million public health budget on 
VD control, and much more curing 
its victims: Three children with 
syphilis symptoms were recently 
born in Charleston hospitals. 

The problem is not exclusive to 
this beautiful, flower-filled port on 
the banks of the Ashley and Cooper 
rivers. Although the metropolis, 
home of a quarter million people, 
has more VD than other regions in 
the state. 12 states have greater in- 
cidence of syphilis than South Caro- 
lina 

At a time when Health Director 
JoeC Chambers is looking for ways 
to cut costs, he must beef up VD 
control Even the federal govern- 
ment may kick in a few million 


more next year, but it’s far short of 
what’s needed. 

Children of the baby boom now 
are sexually active adults. Syphilis 
increased 14.9 percent last year. 
Penicillin-resistant gonorrhea has 
increased six-fold in three years. 
Nongonococcal urethritis is as com- 
mon as gonorrhea Incurable genit- 
al herpes affects 500,000 more each 
year 

But VD has no constituency. Peo- 
ple who have these diseases don’t 
advertise Elected officials worry 
about spending public money on 
what they consider a self-inflicted 
wound They say VD is something 
people do to themselves, ’ says CDC 
Health Specialist Fred Kroger 

“Some politicians have trouble 
understanding the dollar value of 
preventive medicine,” he says. If 
a woman develops gonorrhea and 
fails to receive medication, she 
may end up spending a week in the 
hospital That’s expensive .” 

Venereal disease just isn’t a sexy 
issue Ramberg's clinic is so short- 
staffed it can only follow up on 
syphilis and gonorrhea Like most 
undercover work. VD control is 
often tedious A single case can take 


days,” he says. 

He uses all the tools of a first class 
private eye — cross indexes, police 
records and confidential sources — 
to track his ‘cases.” The trail be- 
gins with a lab report or doctor’s 
referral, both required by law. 

The law also requires suspects to 
have blood tests — and the clinic 
has the authority to seek arrest 
warrants. That right is rarely used, 
since it does little to create the rap- 
port necessary if victims are going 
to divulge partners’ names. 

And so the detective work begins. 

Sometimes we can t locate our 
clients, so we drive out to their 
houses, merely to discover they’ve 
moved.’ Ramberg says. We go 
back to the source and ask. “Why 
didn t you tell me she moved 9 ' Then 
we ask for a description and hear, I 
don't remember what she looked 
like, but I met her at this club 

Neighborhood grocers and post- 
men on the street are more willing 
to talk to this quiet mustached man 
than police, because his files are 
closed “We deal with some people 
who are running from the law, but 
we don’t report to other agencies,” 
Ramberg explained Teenagers are 


treated without parental consent. 
Not even the courts are privy to 
medical information. 

One carrier can be related to 
many others. Recently, an unem- 
ployed factory worker with syphilis 
was reported by his doctor H is wife 
had secondary symptoms : her hair 
was falling out She had given him 
the disease. 

He named one partner, who was 
treated The partner (not his wife) 
named eight others, who named 
four more, including a 63-year-old 
dock worker. 

Ramberg never found out who 
gave it to the factory worker’s wife ! 

“The sad thing is that not every- 
one named by someone else named 
that person back,” Ramberg said 
“We don’t tell people how we get 
their names, yet our clients are still 
afraid of being found out ” 

He recently broke up a fight in the 
clinic that started when a man 
learned his lover gave him VD 

The stigma of VD is so great vic- 
tims often don’t know how to get 
help So the American Social Health 
Association sponsors a toll-free, 
confidential hotline from 8 a m to 8 
p m. (Pacific Daylight Time) Mon- 


day through Friday; and 10a.m. to 
6 p m Saturday and Sunday, at 
(800) 227-8922, and (800) 982-5883, in 
California 

Ramberg believes public health 
clinics follow up on most reported 
gonorrhea and syphilis in the Un- 
ited States. He has sent and re- 
ceived information from every con- 
tinent He goes to great lengths to 
educate people about their affiica- 
tions, and make sure they’re cured. 

“I’ve drawn blood from a person 
in the back of a juke joint lit with a 
40- watt bulb. 

“I ’ve drawn blood on board a pad- 
dlewheeler as it cruised through 
Louisville. 

“I’ve driven 12 miles through 
sugar cane to draw blood from a 
field worker,” he says. 

Ramber reminded me CDC and 
its international kin have effective- 
ly wiped out small pox worldwide. 
And in 1977-78, the U S. wasted $145 
million immunizing people for a 
swine flu epidemic that didn’t hap- 
pen Obviously, we have the tools to 
combat VD. if adequately funded. 

But for Ramberg — the syphilis 
sleuth — it’s a lonely battle

‘Garage sale’ etiquette 


In spite of it all, I still like gar- 
age sales. ’ / 

In spite of what all? In spite of 
the fact that the unwritten rules 
about Garage Sales seem to have 
fallen by the wayside. 

Maybe people have forgotten 
them. Maybe they never 
knew. . . Maybe— if I can re- 
member them— I should remind 
them: 

RULE NUMBER 1: If you 
can t be friendly, don’t invite un- 
suspecting visitors into your gar- 
age. I stopped at a sale last week 
where the garage was plastered 
with signs: “Our prices are 
FIRM”, “No kids allowed in the 
garage”, “Printing machine for 
sale. If you aren’t really in- 
terested, don’t bother to ask ab- 
out it.”

RULE 2: Don’t follow people 
around to give them a rundown 
on every single item for sale 
Most people can figure things out 
without a guide. If they can’t, 
they'll ask. Then you can tell 
them. Briefly. 

RULE 3: Don’t let your dog be 
the official greeter Even people 
who like dogs don’t like official- 
greeter-dogs. 


RULE 4: If you’re going to sell 
crafts exclusively in your gar- 
age, warn people. Call it a 
“Crafts sale”. Garage-salers 
and crafters are two entirely 
different breeds of people. Bar- 
gain hunters don’t have time td 
look at crafts. 

RULE 5: Please, please, 
please put prices on things. I 
went to a grage sale the other day 
where not one single item was 
priced. I had the feeling I was 
being “sized up’’ by the one quot- 
ing the prices. She was gauging 
how much I knew about prices 
and how much I could afford. I 
did a little “sizing up” myself 
and left, post-haste. 

RULE 6: Don’t use pens to 
write prices on anything And if 
you use stickers, use pressure- 
sensitive ones that peel off. A lot 
of perfectly good things have 
been ruined by pens and stickers. 
Veteran salers watch for those 
things now. after having been 
burned a time or two. 

RULE 7: Don’t have a garage 
sale if all you have to sell are 
things that should have gone into 
the trash, instead Most people — 
with the exception of those who 
never take down their “garage 
sale’’ signs (We ll get to them in 


a munute) —are not totally stu- 
pid. They won’t pay good money 
for junk. Would you? 

RULE 8: If after the “blitz,” 
you have only a few things left to 
sell, take down your signs and 
close the doors. Don’t sit there in 
an empty garage telling people 
who have searched you out that 
they should have been here 
yesterday, before you sold all the 
good stuff. Not fair, not fair. 

RULE 9: And now we come to 
the signs— those all-important, 
least understood sources of com- 
munication. 

The object of putting up the 
signs is two-fold; First, it is to 
inform people that you are hav- 
ing a garage sale— and secondly, 
it is to show them the way to your 
garage. 

It follows, then, that if you 
write that information in tiny let- 
ters with pencil on the side of a 
cardboard box, you are making 
life most difficult for the very 
people you want to attract 

Be bold ! Be extravagant ! Buy 
several large pieces of the 
heaviest poster board you can 
find, and. with the blackest, most 
indelible magic marker, indicate 
in big letters that you are having 
a garage sale at your address on 
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these dates (dates, not days) 
during these hours (If you’re 
going to close before dark, say so 
on your sign). 

Draw big, black arrows point- 
ing the way at the bottom of each 
sign. Place one at every cross 
street from every direction . Save 
the biggest one for the curb in 
front of your house and place it at 
right angles, so that it can be 
seen in either direction from at 
least five houses away. 

Have someone check your 
signs often to make sure they ’re 
still there. 

And last, but by far the most, 
when your sale is over, take 
down your signs. When they're 
still up there weeks after the 
sale, you deserve whatever hap- 
pens to you If. for instance, you 
come out one morning and find 
your outdated signs ripped up 
into a thousand tiny pieces and 
strewn all over your lawn, you’ll 
know that one of us finally crack- 
ed under the strain of trying to 
find the garage sale that wasn’t 
there 


And to the rest of the school 
officials a reminder that we ex- 
pect better of them or they will be 
replaced.

He’s unqualified success 


MARSHALL CRENSHAW 
(Warner Bros.) 

The debut album by native De- 
troiter Marshall Crenshaw has 
finally been released, and, as 
anyone that was fortunate 
enough to see him in a club when 
he was still in the minor leagues 
will tell you, this guy’s good ! 

But many groups don’t adapt 
well to the big time. With a com- 
pany like Warner Brothers over- 
looking, many a fine act has suc- 
cumbed to pressure and simply 
fallen apart, sold out, or gotten 
terminal writer’s block. 


Happily. Marshall Crenshaw 
isn’t one of those. Rather, he’s 
made one of the best “rock & 
roll” albums to hit the stands in 
some time. Not quite rockabilly, 
not quite modern pop, but good, 
basic, fun rock & roll. 

His vocals are sort of early 
Tom Petty cum James Dean. 
Emotional, a little twangy at 
times, but singing songs that 
make him at once vulnerable and 
in complete control. Mythical in 
heart, but the flesh is real. 

As for the songs, well, since

Crenshaw’s first fame came as a 
songwriter, it’s no surprise that 
they’re all top notch. His most 
famous number is “Someday, 
Someway," which was re- 
corded by Robert Gordon. His 
own version is included here, and 
while Gordon’s version has long 
been a favorite of mine. I like this 
one better. 

Other favorites include “Mary 
Anne," which should definitely 
be a single. Now, I don’t know 
whether or not it was written be- 
fore or after (before, I would 
think) Nick Lowe s “My Heart 
Hurts," but there is more than a 
little resemblance there. “She 
Can’t Dance" was originally on 
the flip side of a local 45 Cren- 
shaw released, and it’s, as they 
used to say, a gas. 

The best though, is “Cynical 
Girl," a marvelously catchy pop 
song with fantastic Phil Spector- 
ish production. 

“Well I’m goin’ out 
I’m goin’ out looking 
for a cynical girl 

It’s that simple. 

Another aspect of Crenshaw’s 
career has to do with John Len- 
non. Crenshaw played Lennon 
for two years in the play * ‘Beatle- 
mania.” He quit “to be 
myself. . . or at least try." 

And I’d say he’s succeeded, be- 
cause “Marshall Crenshaw" is 
an unqualified success.

The long drive into work, luckily, can be varied — there are about 
four main arteries with at least as many variations — so throughout 
the weeks, I cover a lot of different territory. It’s fascinating and 
interesting (and educational) to see what people do or don’t do to 
their homes and to watch huge fields of turned rich , black soil change 
to hints of greenery and then lush fields of corn or soy beans or 
blankets of wheat. 

It’s remarkable what a few red or pink geraniums will do for an 
otherwise nondescript house — those swatches of color working like a 
dash of lipstick on a pale face. Blossoming trees and bushes earlier 
in the spring could turn a simple bungalow into a miniature paradise 
and, oh, the aroma of those lilacs, one of the most heavily perfumed 
crops in years ! 

How about white picket fences or split rail types, ornate wrought 
iron grillwork or stone walls; they can work like a touch of lace on a 
basic dress. And the placement of such perennials as poppies, irises, 
peonies, tulips, daffodils and their sister blooms can cause many a 
double take for passers-by. 

This planting season, however, there’s a big void on one of my 
routes — one of ‘ 'the” most productive, well-organized and immacu- 
lately maintained spreads has been abandoned — left to weeds. It 
makes me want to stop in and ask “why’?” 

After miles and miles of rolling farm land to motor through, it’s the 
smaller plots that catih the eye and break the monotony. The after- 
work type gardeners are still giving it a go — knowing there’s just 
nothing quite like a tomato picked fresh from the vines or sweet corn 
with its sweet milk oozing from its pores. Those minute and well- 
planned rows always make me think of Mr. McGregor’s garden — 
Peter Rabbit so often being shown with a “city-size” patch in the 
background. 

And flowers seem to abound in huge arrangements — one bunch of 
irises running parallel to the road for about 75 feet, stately and regal 
in their majestic purples, pale lavenders, pinks, and whites which 
cpntinue into the spectrum of yellows, golds, oranges, beiges. 
GORGEOUS! 

A few miles earlier the driver is treated to whopping beds of bril- 
liant red-orange poppies dancing in the breeze, taking over where 
their Dqtch kinfolk left off. 

And there are driveways and yards which could win hands-down if 
layout and construction awards for such ingenuity were given. So 
many utilize railroad ties in bank effects or in the plateau manner 
(with alyssum, creeping phlox, myrtle and assorted ground covers 
for acent). Others have taken advantage of rock-filled fields and 
collected enough for supporting walls on sloping drives. 

Still other imaginative land-scapers have gone the nautical route 
and placed pilings to resemble dockwork along their entryways. 
Clever, talented, versatile people, those! 

And the barns ! Now I have a thing for barns so, having my path cut 
through so many acres of farms, I just ENJOY. The older the barn, 
the better, since its history is written in its architecture, its roof and 
( foundation (often huge rocks) doors, trim, and accompanying build- 
) ings — a story at a glance. The fire engine reds and the sophisticated 
greys never seem to upstage the old weather-sided structures howev- 
er. They’re all really beautiful targets for a camera lens or sketch 
pad. 

There’s a lot to be said for a drive in the country — including the 
fact those interesting ‘ ‘subjects” along the way really help keep a gal 
awake. And, too, so do the souvenirs of a hard winter — those 
potholes!

Short subjects 

• Brush your tongue for sweeter 
breath. According to the magazine, 
some people have tongues with 
irregular surfaces that accumulate 
food debris which decays and 
causes odor. Brushing your tongue 
removes the debris. 


• Whoops, there goes a filling or 
cap. and the hole in your tooth feels 
like the Grand Canyon. The tooth 
may be sensitive and you may want 
to protect the cavity from food 
particles. What you need is a tem- 
porary repair. Make your own from 
two drugstore items : zinc oxide and 
oil of cloves (eugenol) . Mix them to 
form a white paste. The paste har- 
dens fast, so pack it quickly into the 
cavity and clean up the edges. The 
repair will dry to a firm, bright 
white and should hold for two or 
three days. By then, you should be 
able to see your dentist for a more 
permanent solution.

; earn the minimum wage of $3.35 

• an hour. If you work 40 hours a 
- week for the 13 weeks of sum- 
mer, your earnings will be only 
$1,742 and you will not be subject 

‘ to income tax. 

Students who work in indus- 
tries where tips and overtime 
, add a substantial amount to in- 
; come should be careful. Remem- 
; ber, when estimating your sum- 

• mer earning, to include any tips 
I you anticipate since they are tax- 

• able income. 

You can only claim yourself 
exempt, however, if you did not 
owe taxes last year, you received 
a full refund on taxes paid, and 
. you don’t expect to owe taxes this 
. year. Students who earn more 
; *than $3,300, year-round workers 

• who earn income from other 


sources and anvone with more 
than $1 ,000 in dividend or interest 
income should talk with their 
employers about withholding. 

Although the amoupt of tax 
these people will owe could be 
small, some employers may 
withhold taxes at the annual sal- 
ary rate instead of the total earn- 
ings. * 

Let’s say you’re a law student 
earning $350 weekly. That would 
be an annual salary of $18,200 if 
you worked all year. If you work 
only the 13 weeks of summer, 
your total salary comes to $4 ,550. 
Because you make more than 
$3 ,300, you must have taxes with- 
held. 

If your employer withholds 
federal income tax at the annual 
rate, you will have $65.14 with- 
held weekly. Withholding on 
$4,550 amounts to only $5.77 a 
week. 

If you work full-time during 
nine months of the year, and hold 
a seasonal job during the sum- 
mer, you should also investigate 
your tax status. Consider how 
much tax is being withheld from 
your full-time, permanent posi- 
tion and how much income your 
summer earnings will add. Make 
sure the tax withheld will cover 
the extra income tax — or put the 
money aside to have when taxes 
are due. 

In calculating your summer 
earnings, don’t ignore their 
effect on your dependency on 
your parents. If you earn $3,100 
and the total cost of your support 
is $6,000, you provide more than 
half your own support and your 
parents can’t claim a $1,000 ex- 
emption for you as a dependent. 

If they’re in the 50 percent tax 
bracket, your extra $100 of in- 
come costs them $500 in after-tax 
dollars.

The problem of ‘Heat Syndromes 9

I was watching young Gary Cole- 
man from the television show 
‘Different Strokes' * do his thing the 
other night and it reminded me of 
the old hip adage, “different 
strokes for different folks ’’ 

In keeping with the onset of the 
summer months and with my 


theme in the recent past of discus- 
sing problems which can occur as a 
result of the weather, I would like to 
address the problem of so-called 
”heat syndromes.” 

Although warmth can be of defi- 
nite positive value when it comes 
from the tropical sun in mid winter 
or from one’s cozy, warm bed at 11 
a m. in mid semester, extremes of 
heat are probably even more devas- 
tating than extremes of cold on the 
human body. 

This is similar to the situation 
that would obtain if you consider 
which newspaper would be more 
readable — one that is burnt or one 
that is frozen. Obviously, the news- 
paper which is frozen is ultimately 
the more readable once it thaws. 

In the case of the effects of heat on 
the human body, often the harmful 


affects of extremes of body and 
ambient heat are irreversible and 
dictate that the extremes of body 
heat be treated very vigorously. 

First of all, it is very important to 
understand what contributes to ele- 
vated body temperatures in the 
summertime. 

I will exclude infections, mainly 
because I will deal with the effects 
of infections and their concurrent 
temperature elevations at a later 
date 

In addition to infections, several 
factors play a part in the develop- 
ment of pathologically high body 
temperatures: 

• Most obviously, high ambient 
temperatures — temperatures in 
the low 80 s to upper 90’s can be ex- 
ceedingly harmful to the human 
body as they may overcome the

body’s ability to cool itself off 

• Low wind velocities — as the 
body sweats it depends upon the 
ability of the surrounding air to 
evaporate the sweat to cool the 
body If there is little or no wind the 
ability of the air movement against 
the body will, of necessity , decrease 
the amount that the body can be 
cooled. 

• Ambient humidity — this re- 
lates to number two. If there is 
already a lot of moisture in the air. 
evaporation takes place very slow- 
ly or not at all . When this occurs the 
body’s only real mechanism for 
cooling itself is automatically shut 
off. and if this persists the body, 
when exposed to extremes of 
temperature, low wind velocity and 
high humidity, may develop patho- 
logic heat syndrome. 

• Medications — there are many 
medications which are known to al- 
ter the body ’s sweating response — 
of particular interest are the tran- 
qulizing drugs and sleeping 
medications commonly prescribed. 
A typical case of pathologic hyper- 
thermia, or high body temperature, 
would be in a little old lady resident 
of a nursing home who has been put 
on tranquilizers and placed in a 
room without a fan and which is not 
air conditioned and in which the 
ambient temperature rises to »8 de- 
grees and the humidity is 60%. 
Within a very short time because 
the tranquilizers prevent sweating, 
because the ambient temperature 
increases body heat, because the

relative humidity prevents any 
sweating that might occur, and be- 
cause of relative lack of air move- 
ment, this patient is a prime candi- 
date for the development of heat 
stroke. 

Heat stroke is characterized by 
pathologically high levels of body 
temperature — temperatures as 
high as 111 degrees F have been re- 
corded. It is also characterized 
usually by a lack of sweating, 
although at times some patients 
will exhibit some sweating. 

In addition, patients are often de- 
lirious or confused and may even 
become comatose. 


It is very important to recognize 
heat stroke when it occurs because 
it is possible to reverse the patholo- 
gic effects on the brain and other 
systems by immediately cooling 
the patient by immersing him in iel 
water. -£ 

Of course, the old adage that pre-, 
vention is better than cure holds 
true here as well, and in this regard 
it is very wise to anticipate hot, 
humid, windless days and act 
accordingly so as to prevent the de- 
velopment of heat stroke. 

In subsequent editions I will dis- 
cuss heat exhaustion and ‘Stoker’s 
cramps.”

Because of his weight, Grabowski didn 't play 
in the Little League, but once at Stevenson Junior 
High School, he joined the team, playing both 
offense and defense.

Grabowski continued in football 
at John Glenn High School, where 
the played nose guard and tight end 
and did all the kicking and punting 
for the team.
